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CARE IS NEEDED 
Some Commentators on international affairs 
are stating that the signing of the Locarno treaty 
means a political realignment in Europe. With Ger- 
many, Britain, ‘France and Italy in the League of 
Nations, it is claimed, that they will dominate that 
body and there will be two great isolated nations, the 
United States on the west and Russia on the east. 
The treaty of Locarno, it is stated, has promosed the 
combining idea in Europe in two directions—firs: 
against the red menace in Soviet Russia and second 
against the threat of “economic imperialism” from the 

! United States. 

This can only mean that having brought Ger- 
many into the family of nations to stop Russia, it 1s 
next the purpose of. Europe to combine against the 
nation to which they all owe money—the United 
States. ‘ 

The inference which most of these commentators 
intend to convey is that to protect ourselves we must 
tie up the United States either directly or indirectly 
with the League of Nations. © It is however, slightly 
difficult to grasp the ‘logic: of this. If they threaten 

“to combine against us, would we not be much better 
able to look after our own interests if free from obli- 
gations taken in advance? Would it not be easier to 
combine against us if we were in the league and sub- 
ject to its rules than if we were outside pursuing a 
strictly American policy? ae

EAS, are a vegetable one can 
hardly do without, whether at 
the ordinary meals throughout 
he year, when entertaining, or dur- 
ng the holiday season.

Lately much attention has been 
salled to the food value of peas, and 
the fact that they are no longer a 
_uxury. Originally peas were a French 
felicacy that only the wealthy could 
ifford, but methods of modern in- 
justry have constantly reduced their 
orice until the housewife can now 
purchase. a can of peas for less than 
she ‘can get them in their pods. 

There are a few facts that one 
should know about peas: 

1. Recent plentiful crops have re- 
sulted in lower prices for canned peas 
than we have had for several years. 
|. 2, Peas are graded by size, from 
“the tiny peas, or petits pois which are 
Size One, through three intermediate 
siges to the large peas, which are 
Sizes Five and Six., 

3. The different grades of. peas 
are all originally from the same 
vines, picked at different stages of 
maturity. Consequently, though the 
smaller peas, which are the most ex- 
pensive, are more tender and have a 
more deli¢ate flavor, the large inex- 
| pensive peas have the greater food 
value, because they are fully ripened. 
This fact be made use of when 


one is ttyi prepare an inexpen- 
‘ive and substantial dish, rather than 


a delicacy or garnish. For the latter, 

of course, the petits pois are incom 

parable. | 
4. Peas can be used as a substi 


tute for potatocs—now that peas are | 
at their lowest price and potatoes at 
their highest—as they more m 
tritious than potatoes and are a_ fox 
of the same general character. | 
5. Peas contain more protein than 
most vegetables, and are therefore | 
useful in a vegetarian meal. They 
also contain mineral salts and vita 
mins, all of which are necessary to 
health and growth. . 
Fortunately, there are many well 
known ways of serving this vegeta- 
ble;—creamed, or with butter sauce, 
or with milk poured over them; in 
salads, as garnish for meat, creamed 
and served in patties or on toast in 
combination with other vegetables or
